Campaigns improving 
but reforms incomplete 


Although Tuesday's SGA election marked the 
end of elections for this year, it pointed to the 
need for some critical changes before another 
round of campaigning begins in the fall. 

The turnout for the election, though slightly 
higher than last year's, was disappointingly 
low. with just over one-third of the students 
taking the necessary three minutes to vote. 
That, coupled with the two major uncontested 
races, shows that most UTM students still don't 
care about their leadership While some 
pessimism is understandable, apathy is not the 
answer, and never will be Invariably, 
however, the students who don't vote are the 
: ones who complain the loudest It is almost 
I comedic 

The election campaign itself was a spirited 
one. despite the lack of solid platform material 
from most candidates on subjects other than 
entertainment There is still a need, though, for 
some sort of procedures regarding signs and 
posters - the posters were plastered across 
every conceivable surface on campus, and 
various cards and tickets were used that did 
nothing but clutter up the ground upon which 
most ultimately fell Some material, fur¬ 
thermore. was in literally dangerous positions 
like stairways. The regulations now in effect 
should be modified, as well as the clean-up 
procedures 

There should also be further reduction in the 
spending limits. Congress just passed a bill 
which will limit expenditures in next year's 
election, but the Presidential candidate limit is 
still an unrealistic $200 and the Vice- 
Presidential candidate ceiling $175 This is 


Board s unconcern evident 


The recent admission by UT Systems 
President Dr Edward Boling that there is little 
: chance for a revised campus alcohol policy to 
be passed by the Board of Trustees is a slap in 
the face of UTM students, whether they are for 
or against such a change 
Boling's statements, made to the three 
• student counselors representing UTM at a 
meeting two weeks ago. were "very negative" 
on the issue, according to SGA President Steve 
Cox In fact, Boling said that the Board knows 
how the students feel and "they don’t par¬ 
ticularly care." The most that could be done at 
the June meeting, it appears, would be ap¬ 
pointment of a special committee to study the 
situation. 

The mere fact that there might not be any 
real alcohol policy change is not that sur¬ 
prising, few SGA officers gave it much chance 
to begin with. What is surprising, and tragic for 
the students across the state, is that the Board 
obviously considers student opinion unim¬ 
portant The SGA here went to great lengths to 
conduct a student poll on the subject, and found 
that 80 per cent of the voting students favor 
allowance of alcohol in the dorms. Apparently a 
95 per cent vote, however, would have meant 
little more to the board 
The presence of a student on the Board (this 


year UTM’s Emmett Edwards) has helped and its pathetically pious paternalism 

Logic should affect athletics 


The amendment to the state general ap¬ 
propriations bill stipulating that college 
yearbooks be financially self-supporting is one 
that raises some interesting questions con¬ 
cerning funding of other campus segments 
The decision was a sound one, and one that is 
somewhat overdue. Student fees can still go to 
the yearbooks, aparently, but any other school 
funding is prohibited It will force additional 
economizing for some annuals, certainly, but no 
more so than other facets of education. With the 
regressive trx system the state now has, 
universities are going to have to accept the fact 
that tight budgets are a way of life Yearbooks 
are being asked to do no more 
If the legislature feels that yearbooks should 
remain financially solvent, however, one has to 
wonder why they continue to cooperate with the 
free-spending, heavily-subsidized athletic 
programs at universities like UTM. Athletic 
programs are excellent, assuredly, and have a 
definite role at many colleges and universities 
They should be managed by the school, though, 
as are academic departments, utilities, and 


other cost areas. At this school, for instance, 
the football program is receiving a large 
amount of funding, not to mention the 
programs in basketball, baseball, and tennis. It 
is hypocritical to force one campus group to 
remain in the black, in this case yearbooks, 
while giving such fiscal freedoms to athletics. 

This is not to say that any sport on campus 
should be abolished. If the golf and wrestling 
teams were dropped due to their cost, however, 
so should each of the other four sports that is 
not generating its money. If basketball and 
football, or baseball or tennis, can maintain a 
success level that brings them funds, they 
should be retained as positive cogs in the 

university machine-if they can’t, they 

should be discarded like any other financial 
failure The budget demands frugality from its 
guardians. 

It could well be that the legislature opened 
the proverbial "Pandora's Box" with its 
yearbook amendment There could be no 
better time than now, however, for it to be 
opened

more than a quarter's fees.and there is really 
no need for such high limits-- most can¬ 
didates this year spent nowhere near that A 
limit of $100 would be sufficiently high to allow 
for innovative campus campaigning and still 
let the middle or lower income student run. 

One positive step made in this election was 
the "Meet the Candidates" forum held Monday 
night on the patio. Though admittedly poorly- 
planned and publicized, it did allow the 
students present to hear, view, and question the 
various candidates A more formal, mandatory 
such forum in the Ballroom on election eve next 

year might be something to be considered- 

the assimilation of platform and pictures on a 
bulletin board is simply not enough Debates 
might also be considered 

The entertainment issue once again 
highlighted the year's platform . but SGA 
should be more than just a concert-booking 
agency A solid entertainment base can be a 
prerequisite to other student activities, 
assuredly, but student services must receive 
greater consideration . Platforms have become 
almost indistinguishable in their entertainment 
emphases 

The 1976 election will probably merge with 
the elections of past and future as the campus 
progresses through time, and will not probably 
be remembered for any great or unusual oc¬ 
curences. Such is its historical importance. It 
can. however, serve as a springboard for an 
even better election next year, and if it does 
that, the positive contributions made by both 
the winning and losing candidates will not go 
unappreciated

The salaries for category 
four on the table, or salaries at 
approximately the 20 per 
centilemark, were: professor, 

$20,040, associate professor, 

$16,690: assistant professor; 

$14,340; and instructor $11,570 
The average compensation at 
UTM, including fringe 
benefits, was: professor, 

$19,400; associate professor, 

$16,600; assistant professor 
$14,400, and instructor $11,200 
The table also showed the 
number of faculty members 
tenured at UTM 
Campbell said UTM has a 
higher number of faculty 
members tenured than the 
average for the state because 
the institution has not had any 
growth rate in recent veers 
"In fact, we've decreased 
the faculty instead of in¬ 
creasing it,” Campbell said. 

He explained that at the end of 
six years a decision must be 
made by the University to 
either give a faculty member 
tenure or give them notice 
that they will be terminated in 
one year 

Campbell said that UTM not 
being a graduate school and 
not having many grant 
programs had also caused the 
higher than average number 
of tenure faculty. 

“People on grant programs 
don't usually get tenure," he 
stated. 

Campbell said the number 
of tenured faculty at the 
University is bound to rise 
higher in future years as the 
University has not added any 
new members. 

Of the professors at UTM, 18 
are tenured and one is not 
tenured. Five of the 92 
associate professors are not 
tenured In the assistant 
professor’s category 28 of the 
93 teachers are not tenured and 
16 of the 17 instructors are not 
tenured. 


Any student interested in 
attending the workshop should 
contact Ogiivie A $22 charge 
for the weekend will pay for 
meals, lodging and craft 
materials. 

UTM is also participating in 
other Bicentennial events.

A table showing the average 
compensation for 

faculty reveals that UTM is 
below many other universities 
nationwide in the salaries 
teachers receive. 

The table from the 
American Association of 
University Professors shows 
the actual distribution of 
average compensations for 
professors, associate 
professors, assistant 
professors, and instructors. It 
also compares the average 
compensation of UTM to 
universities nationwide. 

Professors here are ranked 
below the 20 percentile, 
revealing they receive lower 
pay than over eighty per cent 
of the other faculty members 
from similar institutions 
Associate professors and 
assistant professors salaries 


are ranked at 20 percentile, 
and instructor salaries are 
also ranked beneath the 20 
percentile 

“We just haven’t had the 
money to pay them,” Dr. 
Norman Campbell, vice 
chancellor for academic af¬ 
fairs, stated. He said he also 
thought the length of time 
many faculty members have 
been at UTM also had an ef¬ 
fect on their salaries. 

“If our faculty members 
had been here longer and were 
older, they would receive 
more," Campbell said. He 
explained that about six or 
seven years ago many new 
faculty members were hired 
and this was the first job they 
had ever taken, and added 
that 27 teachers alone were 
hired in 1967 

Campbell said salaries at 
UTM were comparable to 
institutions such as Austin 
Peay and Tennessee Tech.

The Art Association will 
hold a meeting tomorrow at 3 
p.m. in room 320 of 
the Education, Nursing, and 
Home Economics Building for 
all students or faculty wishing 
to exhibit their works in an art 
show 

Each student who wishes to 
enter an exhibit in the show, 
possibly to be held next week, 
should bring their work, which 
has to be mounted, matted, or 
framed, to the meeting. The 
art show will be in the 
English department lounge 
and will be held in cooperation 
with that department 

"We've had a lot of en¬ 
couragement by the faculty 
and students to have an 
exhibit like this," Ron Gifford, 
association coordinator, said 

The Art Association was 
organized last quarter to 
promote and stimulate an 
interest in the visual art field 
on campus with an eye to 
future promotion of present 
art curriculum expansion The 
association also attempts to 
provide extra-curricular 
activities in the art field, 
specifically in the nature of 
exhibitions, workshops, 
films, guest lectures, and 
seminars, all of which would 
be available to students and 
the general public. 


"Our philospohy is to treat 
them exactly as I would treat 
you," he emphasized "We 
expect them to do a little bit 
more each day. It has to be a 
slow process Each child must 
be treated as an absolute 
individual." 

Unfortunately, keeping the 
newly-established program 
funded has been anything but 
easy, according to Parham. 
There was, until last year, no 
facilities to help the mentally- 
handicapped child or 
adolescent in Weakley County 
'"It's taken a lot of good 
people and a lot of long hours 
to get this program started 
and to keep it going," he said 
Parham's present plans are 
to continue the operation of 
the Greenfield Group Home 
with the hopes of being able to 
eventually work with younger 
children. In that way, he 
explained, he and his wife 
would be able to have more 
time to help the child before he 
or she reaches the legal age 
and must go , if it necessary, 
to an adult institution. 

"This group home is a 
Weakley County Association 
program and anyone who 
would be interested to come in 
and visit the children is 
welcome,” Parham con¬ 
cluded "The door is always 
open We want the community 
to accept us."

Congress members 
see political abuse 


Seventh district 
Congressman E/T Jones, and 
Tennessee SlaZc Senator Bill 
Brock spoke to UTM students 
and faculty on Tuesday and 
Wednesday on Ihe political 
system 

Jones, speaking in the 
Humanities Auditorium 
Tuesday night, reviewed Un- 
American conslilulional 
system in light of the nation's 
Bicentennial 

Jones admitted that there 
had been abuses of the 
political system. 

"We can't mislead ourselves 
into thinking those abuses 
were the fault of the system," 
he contended 

He cited Henry Clay’s 
statement that officers of 
government were trustees and 
that "most of the cases of 
political abuse within our 
system have been the result of 
individuals who lost that sense 
of trust " 

"Those in public office 
cannot forget that they are the 
servants of the people," Jones 
said. 

He noted that his job as 
Seventh District Congressman 
included more than casting of 
votes Those votes had to be 
"first preceded by a constant 
vigilance of the feelings of the 
people who honor me with 
their vote on election day. 

He blamed the political 
abuses to some extent on 
public apathy 

"When that apathy reaches 
a certain point, it takes a jolt 
such as Watergate to wake up 
Americans and get them in¬ 
volved again," he stated 

The congressman concluded 
his prepared remarks by 
calling on the members of the 
audience to become involved 
in the total political process. 


He stated that a democracy 
depends on such involvement 
and the future of a nation 
depends upon it. 

" t he trials and tribulations 
of the past have been over¬ 
come because Americans 
bound together to overdo ne 
them," he said. 

Brock spoke on various 
problems facing Congress and 
the nation in his address al 4 
p.m Wednesday 
Brock stated that there was 
now a “lack of rational 
thought" among Ihe 
congressmen and that today 
"there is little way for Ihe 
citizen to hold Ihe Congress 
accountable " Instead he 
claimed congressmen "pass 
Ihe buck."
